With a 32 calibre 
revolver he put a bullet through the head 
of Owen Rooney, and ended the earthly 
oareer of that individual, Flaherty is a 
good looking man, about 32 years of age 
and bears a fairly good 
reputation. 


.Joouey was 4 or 5 years younger and the 
eatimouy as to his disposition and char- 
acter may be confhoting. Flaherty will 
doubtless admit the killing and claim 
that it is a justifiable homicide, commit- 
;ed in self defense." Much time has been 
akeu up in the eflort to secure an ac- 
ceptable jury, The ffews adds .
